The plans for the new city hall, 


which were put on exhibition in the 
council chamber this morning, have 
been viewed by several citizens to- 
day 
and 
everyone appears to be 


lileased with the outline as it has been 
presented by the architects. 


However, these plans are sublet to 


changes or may as a whole be ap- 
proved or disapproved by the council. 
The mayor and committee who are 
engaged in handling the matter of the 
municipal building are looking ahead 
for the future and have arranged for 
certain rooms and quarters 
in 
the 


plans that, while such are not abso- 
lutely necessary at the present time 
will be certainly needed .in time to 
come. 


Beginning-at the basement this floor 


will be given mostly to cell room 01 
the police department, including 
a 


woman's retiring, padded . cells, boil- 
er room, coal room, janitor's quarters. 
Putting the cell room below is cer- 
tainly one improvement that has long 
been needed, especially when prison- 
ers are of a very noisy nature.

On the street floor there will be lo- \ 


cated the mayor's office, 
city clerk, 


board of public works, collector, wa- 
ter department. In the rear the chief 
of police will have an 
office; 
there 


•will also be women's cells, matron's 
room and a booking room for prison- 
ers.

Going up stairs we find the council 


chamber, police court room, quarters 
for the city auditor, clerk of court, 
attorneys and judge. 


Up the .next flight will be 
found 


the overseer of poor, board of engin- 
eers, board of health, registrars of vo- 
ters and city engineer.

view of • tlie structure with a tower 


and illuminated clock.

sary u.nd probably will be cut 
from 


whatever plan is accepted. The whole 
thing if; strictly up to date and it now 
depends just how much of it the cily 
will gei with the money which it can 
expend on the building.

It is alleged 
by the police that he often threat- 
ened to shoot her.

Trotter said he was ordered to go 


to Blue Gap Farm, the Gould place in 
Virginia, 
and saw Mrs. Gould' in- 


toxicated upon his arrival there. On 
several occasions, he added, during 
the first ten days he was there, he 
saw her drunk arid heard her sweai 
a great deal at the. workmen. 


"One night she came In from driv- 


ing, drunk," said the witness, "and 
began to abuse me and a man named 
'Tony.' She said to me she wanted 
the big seven-foot hall clock moved 
and I told her I would have to gel 
help and She said: "Why I;can move ii 
myself.' 
She was staggering drunk. 


She grabbed the heavy clock and 
both she and the clock fell against the 
wall together."

What might be called the primary cell of the "solar electric gen- 


erator," as the inventor names it, is a three inch long rod or plug of 
nit-lalic composition, an alloy of several common metals, on one end 


of which the sun shines in a glass-enclosed space, the oilier end being 
in the shadow, in cool free air. This rod'is part of a circuit wired in 


I lie ordinary way to any good storage battery. While the sun thus 
shines upon one end of this rod the difference in temperature between 
that and the other end, and also, the difference in other conditions 
caused by the direct* rays in one case and their absence in the other, 
a difference not wholly understood by the inventor at present but now 
being experimented upon, sets up an electrical action which is passed 
along to the storage battery and there held in reserve to be turned on 
as light, heat or power as desired. The amount of energy trapped and 
thus stored by one rod is of course small, but it is a simple matter to 
hitch up any number of these rods in batteries and thus make their 
individual work cumulative. A thousand rods may be placed side by 
side in the space of an ordinary window sash five feel square and the 
ele-cjric force thus generated is a thing to be reckoned with. 


The device as i;£ed at present consists of a frame very like'a sash 


with sixteen panes, each pane enclosing the sunward end of sixty-one 
plugs, n total of nine hundred and reventy-sb:. These -plugs are set 
iira composition of asphalt and other material which required consid- 
erable study to produce to fit the required conditions. It is necessary 
that this composition be a non-conductor o? heat, of light and of'elec- 
tricity, and of sufficient strength to hold the 'plugs firmly. The glass 
c.'ising holds the sunward ends, of these In motionless, heated air; 
the other ends are in the shadow and the bresse. The sash, itself 
stands en a simple stand on a flat root, "or it may be allowed to rest 
on a southerly exposed, ordinary sloping roof, or it may stand on the 
ground for that matter, the only requirement being that the sun shall 
strike it fairly. Here again, experience has proved that the device is 
more simple in its action than at first supposed. With his first sash 
the inventor thought there wou'rt be a loss in energy unless the sun 
shone, on it perpendicularly all clay «.ud was preparing a mechanism 
whereby the sash might be turned with the suii as it passed from 
east to west and from the horizon toward the zenith and hack again. 
No such complication, however, arises. The electrical energy seems 
to be generated in equal quantity under slanting rays as under those 
which fall perpendicular. 


This, coupled with the fact that the machine when exposed to var- 


ious sources of artificial heat give no electrical energy whatever, 
would seem to lead to the conclusion that other than the ordinary 
heat rays of the sun, perhaps the ultra-violet rays are active in set- 
ting up the electrical current. 


But whatever the cause, whether the peculiar quality of heat that 


is generated by he sun's rays, or a complicated action of both sun-heat 
and light, or yet a certain electrical energy which passes from the sun 
to the earth, using the direct rays as wires, so to speak, the fact re- 
mains that this simple device is a probable breeder of a revolution 
in sources of electrical energy. At first it will be applied only in a 
small way, no doubt; as a private house lighting electric plant, for 


- instance.
